B.S, stated that recently he has received two letters containing info about hie nephew 
and god-son, SVKIOS Yidvuds. 

The first letter was written by TBPFERS Veraera ( see card 5785 ) fYo a Stockholm, Sweden, 
on 6 Deo.'^v E.S. read some excerpts from it regarding V.S.; it was obvious from the 
text of this iotter that E.S. and V.TEPFSRS are old acquaintances who, however, have not 
seen each other for a long time. 

In his letter V .TBPFERS does not atate how he received the following news about V.S. - 
he gives only these faotsi c 

Yidvuds is alive and is well-off -°is working as the chief engineer ( galvenais inzenlers 
- In La tv.) at the "Degviola”, and. is living on Meierovioa ( now Pad at ju ) Boulevard 
above the Oafs ’Luna 8 . The brother of Yidvuds got married last year and is working as 
a construction technician* ( there were some more facts in' this letter but 0*0* did not 
have the opportunity to read it himself and he thought to be unwise to ask for it; in any 
ease these additional facts were of no Importance - in fact all written in this letter by 
V.TEPPERS was already k nown by 0*0. ), • (i 

The letter, written by SYBXOS Yidvuds, is mailed on 20 Dsq. 1 ^. The handwriting and sty be 
is undoubtelv that of V.S, though he has signed this letter as S.JAH30KS ( this assumed 
name appears* on °the envelope ) and the return address Is as follows t

This letter is sent to B.S. ( letter's true name ) but not to hia;hoae address but to the 
Latvian Lutheran Parish In Mew York ( which has forwarded it to E.S., i.ei^lis pastor 
lARIfS Richards ). It statesi 

father of Y.S. ( brother of B.S.) deceased in January, 19*12; grandmother of T.S. - Is 
19^5 ( apparently SVBICS Matilda, born in I 865 - see "These Karnes Aocuae ); in 1945 dece- 
ased the mother of V.S., too ( the letter mentions the tfttff of the death of the latter 
two but 0*0* does not recall these r). Xdllja ( JEKABSONS, the step-sister of V.S,) is 
now working at same bookblndery in Riga; in this oooneotion Y.S* asks whether E.S. would 
like to get some books sent in a parcel from Latvia. Tallvaldl* ( brother of V.S.) got 
married is 195^; he should get more education but na*?it la difficult for him to think 
about it because of his age and family status. Y»sy~hlmself is working on oonetruotlons 
( doss not stats where, ) and has a large family to support t beside his sop Alvars a 
daughter Dagoara was bora after V? II and Y.S* has also to support hla mother i.l. 

.( ICrs.B^tBCAKIS j who Is ailing - has some troubles with her legs.* - PVurther V.S. state® 
that the little family house of B.S. in Azmipmulsa ( in Pardaugava; northeast of RR Station 
Imanta ) still stands and is occupied by some people Y.S. Axritxkann does not know. k In ' £ 0 ' 
this connection V.S, mentions also that the small plants of bi rchea [ wmcfi ontaHygrbRIfltt ~~ 
planted_at this family house, now are large trees and resemble the b 
of PURVITIS ( Vilhelms, a famous Latvian artist-palbter ) - a very 
which seems to intend to create homesickness in B.S. 



• V.TKPPSRS writes also that 8.3. could ssnt a letter to Y.S, by u 
address) Vaaaraa Street 16 in Rigas Jurmala ( should be in Mellu 
In doing so B.S. might. use as addressee any name he wants since 
TBPFERS - V.S.- has made some arrangements with the people living 
that all letters received there are going to be forwarded to V.S 
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E.S. stated that he haB immediately written to V.S. ( presumably to 
&igas Jurmala ), using /his true name as sender - which he regrets now - but up c to 
now has received no answer, E. S . d o ss not -Intend to write again - not before he 
gets an, answer from V.S. - slnt e jo endanger his nephew and now 
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he Is also doubtfrl ae to the intentions of V,3. - la going to ba very careiUl In 

this correspondence. 

Further E.S. characterised hi a nephew aa a rather unbalanced person who was weak in 
hie ohara o tor and was easily influenced by others - had no strong principles on his 
own. In this connection B.S. admits that it would not be impossible that now his 
nephew has come under the Influence of the Communists. B.S. thinks also that the 
family of V.S 1 wife, i.e. the BBRQ4ANS, might have influended V.S. in thia direoticm 
because the BER&UNS were not a Latvian v family but mixed up with the Russians. 

B.S. told also that the father of V.S. did not like the pxnnx* wife of hie eon* l.e. 
BSRGHANS Alias, while she was one of the girl-friende of V.S. ( they got married when 
the father and other relatives of V.S. bad already been deported to Russia ) and was 
opposed to the intention of V.S. to get married to this girl. In thle connection 
S*S., too* did not participate at the wedding of hie nephew since he thought that V.S. 
should reepeot his father 1 s will. Besides, 5.6. recalled that participating at the 
wedding of V.S. were the JCR0LL3 (see oard 2922, l.e. KKOLLS Otto) who are In sente 
relationship with the BSRQiAHS. E.S. even suggested that C.O. should get in contact 
with the KROLLS ( now living, in Chicago - ae B.S. had heard ) if C.O. intends to get 
more info about the 8SR(HAtfS. 0.0* rejaoted this suggestion since it might arouse 
unnecessary suspicions - it would be rather difficult to explain to the KROLLS why 
0.0. is asking for suoh info. B.S. agreed that it might be too complicated* 

Besides, B.S. stated that he is one of four brothers ( another one was the late father 
of Y.3., SVKIOS Adolfs ) and each of then has had a different fate - B.S. did not explain 
this statement but it implied that not all of these brothers were as honest and good 
iatvlan patriots as B.S. himself. 
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
